An Old Paper 
On 
Exhibition at 
Pearsall Fair. 
Ned Gossett of Big Foot brought 
to our office M o n d a y a page from 
the San Antonio Herald, which bore 
the date of November 2, 1861. which 
has an account of an Indian fight 
whirh 
took 
nlaoe 
between 
the f 
Siesta 
Diera 
and 
the 
Miguel ! 
Creek, not far from where Devine 
now stands. 
It was written for the 
paper under date of October 24, 
1861, arid signed by Tom Speed, L. 
T. Ward, James Bishop, James Craig 
and Nor*, ii Kennard. 
The paper was 
kept by the late Mrs. lobe Long, 
who was at the time of the battle 
the wife of James Winters, who wa? 
killed in the battle. 
The old paper 
i? now the property of Mr. and Mrs. 
Al Co user, who treasure it as of 
great value. 
Later, we may be able 
i*i copy the entire account of the 
battle. 
Mr. Gossett was having some 
stenographic work done, preparatory 
to taking it to the fair, along with 
an old gun used by Mr. J. W. Gard­ 
ner and an Indian arrow carried in 
his left side for two or three hours. 
This fight wa? in July, 1870, near 
Cotulla, and not the fight described 
in the old paper.
